Sir James Whitney will make a 
great mistake if he permits a bill to 
become law which has just been in- 
troduced in the Legislature, This bill 
has for its object the repeal of the 
Act which authorizes municipal coun- 
cils to take the sense of the rate-

UNDERDRAINAGE 


‘The following has been contributed 
by Mr. McKenzie, district superinten- 
dent of the Ontario Department of 
Agriculture, and will be found of 
great interest: 

There is ny factor which plays so 
important a part in successful farm- 
ing as underdrainage. Land that is 


days earlier than land undrained. Not 
only is the underdrained soil dried 
and in better condition, but it is 
also from five to ten degrees warmer 
thus hastening germination, In un- 
drained soil the water will in many 
cases stand so near the surface, espe- 
clally in spring, that the roots of the 
crop sown cannot develop downwards 
but are forced to spread horizontally 
and near the surface. The result is 
that if a period of drought occurs 
the crop suffers because of its limit- 
ed water supply, due largely to its 
shallow root system. On the other 
hand in well drained soil, and, when 
I say well drained, I meanwell un- 
derdrained, the crop will root deep- 
ly, and should drought occur, the 
| cTop with the deeper root systam and 
larger area from which to draw mois- 
ture is able to withstand the ill-ef- 
fects for a longer, period. 

‘Thus we see that the underdraining 
of our farm lands does not simply 
mean getting rid of surplus water, 
but it means besides this, the length- 
ening of the growing season by ten 
days at least, which in itself is quite 
an item fn this part of our province 
where our season is all too short. it 
means inereased production, bigger 
yields per acre, and a3 a result more 
money in the farmers’ pockets. It 
stands as ao safeguard against wet 
weather and likewise against dpought, 
two things which have been the un- 
doing of many farmers. The past 
season was one of extremes, belng 
very wet in the spring and later in 
the season quite dry. This year may 
6e the same, or/{t may be an ideal 
one, but just what woe cannot fore- 
tell. Now is the time to prepare for 
emergencies, and no farmer can do 
better than prspare to lay some tile 
this spring.

GOT ON WRONG TRACK. 


By some means these orders were 
not carried out, and the train was 
switched onto the north track, just 
west of the depot. About a mile far- 
ther on tho line curves through the 
cutting, and at this point the train 
had attained a great speed, when it 
was met by a heavy eastbound 
freight. running from forty to fifty 
miles an‘hour. The impact was ter- 
rific, the smaller engine of the pas- 
nger train being crushed . like a 
paper box. The two engines were 
firmly wedged together, and the ten- 
der of the passenger locomotive and 
express cars together with ‘five 
freight cars, mostly loaded with 
wheat, ‘were ditched and reduced to 
splinters.

VIEW WAS OBSTRUCTED 

It cannot bo ascertained if the dead 
ongineer ever saw the oncoming 
danger, but it is supposed that tho 
cutting, together with the smoke ob- 
structed his view. The approach of 
the passenger train was first noticed 
by the conductor of the freight, and 
the brakes were jammed down as 
tight as possible, but not in time to 
avoid the disaster. So great was the 
momentum of the heavy freight train 
that it carried the ight passenger 
train back some forty yards after the 
smpact. 

TWO REMARKABLE HSOAPHS. 

Baggageman Geo. Bird and Wx- 
press Messenger Schildel who were in 
the express car, had a most miracu- 
lous escape, as the car turned an al- 
most complete somersault, and was 
padly shattered. ‘Their injuries 
amounted to several bruises. Both 
fare in the hospital, but are expected 
to be out in a few days.

Important Order-in-Council Dealing 
With Hunting and Fishing 


Parties 
By an order-in-council and by the 
recommendation of the Minister of 
Public Works, the Provincial Goy- 


ernment has enacted that no person 
shall act os guide for hunting or 
fishing parties without a license, for 
which a feo of $2 shall be paid, 

Tt is also provided that such guide 
shall be responsible for the extin- 
guishing of fires that may haye been 
Iindled by the party employing him 
‘and that ho is required to report any 
violations of the game and fishery 
laws that he may know of within 
one month after the offence has been 
committed, giving the name and ad- 
dress of the offender, and such other 
particulars as shall lead to that 
offender's conviction. 

‘A failure to comply with these 
regulations shall be followed by the 
revocation of the license.

The following information 
gleaned from the report of the 
of water commissioners to the 
cipal council of the town of Lind- 
Say, and which was read at a meet- 
ing of the board. Wednesday, togeth- 
er with the accounts in detail, and 
abstract, which haye been audited 
and certified correct by the municipal 
auditor, Mr. Eagleson, and which 
was published in a recent issne: 


“A less number of services than 
usual were applied for during the 
year, while the main on Wellington, 


Sussex, Regent and Mill-sts,, have 
been extended at a cost of $918.90. 
‘A new 6 in 3-way hydrant adjacent to 
the pumping station and a new 2 
way 4 in hydrant for the protection of 


property between Regent and Col- 
borne-sts. east of William-st., haye 
been placed at a cost of $100. New 


services and metres cost $997.90, a 
total expenditure on plant account of 
$1916.80. This amount now stands at 
$97,534.23. 

“The commissioners haye entered 
into a contract with the Light, Heat 
and Power Go., Limited., to instal 
an electric pump with a capacity of 
@ million gallons a day and electri- 
city to operate the same at a cost 
that will be very little in excess of the 
cost of the present system of pump- 
ing a less quantity of water by 
steam, a condition of the contract 
being that at the end of eight and a 
half years the pump will belong to 
the town, 

“The installation of the new pro- 
cess of filtration, purifying our wa- 
ter by ozonization, bas become so 
well known to the citizens that all 
that is necessary here is to put the 
fact on record. The board has no 
reason to anticipate other than sa- 
tisfactory results from the new sys- 
tem. The fact of the system being 
adopted by the board has led to 
many interested centres asking for 
information, and the inspection of 
the plant by a number of eminent 
sanitary engineers and scientists.’”

English Gentleman Writes His Views 
on the Protectionist Propaganda 
f oa Lindsay Citizen 


Mr. C. H. Hughan has received a let- 
ter [rom his uncle, Mr. B. Drysdale, of 
Banbury, Eng., in which that gentle- 
man discusses the protectionist pro- 
| paganda in this vigorous manner : 

“Of course the world is seething all 
around us, the struggle for existence 
is more acute than it used to be. 
\But the real reason in my humble 
opinion, of so much poverty, is the 
reaction from the push and reckless 
business, caused through the South 
African war, the dreadful bongling 
dishonesty and roguery of the goy- 
erning classes at that time, so de- 
pleted all our public funds and se- 
curities that we have not yet recov- 
ered. £250,000,000 is not to be wast- 
ed, even by a rich country like Great 
Britain. Then to take the public at- 
tention from their doings, they (at 
their wit’s end) have started to revive 
and bring back the awful days of 
\ protection, which throttled and rob- 
bed the poor, that even sixty years 
ago, though about balf the popula- 
tion the land could not support the 
People. Tariff Reform is the new 
name, and it is simply a confederacy 
of some 40,000 masters, brewers, and 
landlords, etc. to exploit the people, 
like they do with you and the States, 
making corners in everything possi- 
ble to put money in their own pock- 
ets, regardless of the snflerings of 
the people. If the colonies loan the 
old country so much, why do they 
raise a tariff wall up, and try to 
keep out our imports? We allow all 
to send their commerce here free with 
five or six exceptions and those chief- 
ly luxuries. We know perfectly well 
what you are after; you want to 
milk the old cow and keep your own 
too. We believe in freedom, mare 
the best terms you can, and deal in 
the best market; no favoritism, no 
protection, simply value for money. 
The gang that are pushing this 
thing in our country have tons of 
money, and ail the blacklegs, and al) 
the wastrels at their call, and are 
going from door to door to talk oy- 
er and cocree the more ignorant peo- 
ple, giving sweets to the children and 
entertainments to the elders. They 
know what they are working for, but 
there is still One above. 

“Banbury, like most other towns, 
suffers from general depression in 
trade, and is now trying to encour- 


age some mannfacturers to build fac- 
tories and bring trade. There are 
many out of work, and many im- 


provements are being made to find 
them work. In the villages around 
here I see scores of men young and 
middle aged, standing about with 
their hands in their pockets, and the 
jand lying foul and uncultivated, and 
the new Act we bave, the Small 
Holdings and Allotments Act, is al- 
most a dead letter because the farm- 
ers and landlords will not let land 
for the purpose. Of course the law 
can compel them, but you know what 
law courts are, and it makes the 
land so dear that it is practically 
useless.’"

Cock Fighters 
Will Get Theirs 


—— 


Warrants Will be Issued for the Ar- 
rest of Men Participating 


Kingston, March 26th. — Quite a 
large contingent of local sports ar- 
rived yesterday from a point east of 
here, where one of the most import- 


ant cockfighting mains of recent 
years was pulled off on the preced- 
ing night. 


The match was between a bunch of 
Western birds, said to belong to Pet- 
erboro, and eastern cocks from Mon- 
treal and suburbs. There are said to 
have been nine bouts, the larger 
share of these clearing up a consider- 
able stake, and still larger sum in 
side bets. The affair was one of the 
most largely attended in years, over 
a hundred enthusiasts from all over 
Ontario and Quebec being present. 
The stakes amounted to over $1,000 
and the bets probably five times that 
sum. The western supporters consist- 
ed of men from Hamilton, Toronto, 
Berlin, Peterboro, and Kingston. 


Montreal, March 26th.—It is expect- 
ed that warrants will be issued for 
some prominent local men and two 
well-known Peterboro men for parti- 
cipating in a cock fight, the biggest 
held here for years. The society for 
the prevention of cruelty to animals 
intends to make an example. 

Tickets were five dollars apiece, 
protection from arrest guaranteed, 
and conveyance to the battle ground 
provided. At least fifty or sixty 
thousand dollars was bet. 

About two hundred birds were 
brought along, and the sport lasted 
for about seven hours. 


Tt might glso be stated that Lind- 
say birds figured in these mains, the 
cocks being shipped from here to Pet- 
erboro about three weeks ago.

Hope the lovers of 
the Rod and Gun on through his 
daily toil during the remainder of 
the ecason till the day for bis an- 
mual trip comes round again, Then ho 
packe his fishing tackle, his gun and 
‘a dufflo and starts for his rendezvous 
once more in high spirits. 

Such were the feelings of the writ- 

er when Bruce dropped in one fine 
autumn evening to see if all things 
were ready for our yearly trip to

ST. ANDREW'S. 

At St. Andrew's church on Sunday 
Rev. Dr. Carmichael, Superintendent 
of Home Missions for Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan, preached to a large 
congregation on the needs of the, 
work there. 

Dr. Carmichael gave some yery in- 
teresting figures, and in a way that 
was most interesting, We in Canada 
are used to big figures, but it amaz- 
es one sometimes to get them from 
first band, as they were given out by 
the speaker. Some of tho incidents 
and hardships undergone are very in- 


teresting and amusing, but the pro- 
greas described seemed like fuiry 
tales. To-day a shack with human 


beings living in one or two rooms 
together, and, as Dr. Robertson used 
to say, fourteen kinds of smells, and 
five years after a rather natty house 
and outbuildings, woman and men 
dressed in the latest fashions and all 
good Canadian citizens. In the morn- 
ing Dr. Carmichael took for his text 
St. Matthew, 9, 36: “But when He 

w , the multitudes He was moved 
ithycompassion on them, because 

they*fainted and were scattered 

abroad, as sheep having no sheph- 

erd. Then He said unto his disciples, 
“The harvest truly is plenteous, Lut’ 
the laborers are few. Pray ye there- 

fore the Lord of the aarvest that He 
will send forth laborers unto His har- 
vest.’’’ The people of Canada to- 
day are in a position to see the val- 
ue of a good harvest, because of the 
success in some districts and the ut- 


ter failure in other districts. The 
harvest field is not limited to cne 
country alone, but refers to any 


land where the heathen are waitiag, 
eager to hear the word of God. The 
laymen of the Christian church have 
@ programme, which is to preach the 
gospel during the nest tenty-iive 
years, and from all appearances it 
looks as if this programme was 
going to be carried out. In the golden 
West of our country the harvest is 
ready but the laborers are few. 
Where, perhaps eighty missionaries 
are needed, there are only about 
twenty available. very day new 
tamltssds are being marked out, 
and wherever the railroad enters, 
there will be found a new settle- 
ment. Bad lands, that in early 
years roamed with dengerous cattle 
and horse thieves are now the 
good lands and are giving forth 
abundant fruit. It is not the larger 
cities or towns of Canada that are 
bringing in the immigrants, it is the 
free homes and the cheap lands. If 
Canada is to be saved for Christ, 
now is the time. Men are needed to 
preach the gospel. When the west 
needs employees it advertises in the 
big daily papers, but when it adver- 
tises for missionaries it is all in 
Prayer is needed to get our 
young men to give themseives tu che 
work and if more prayer was given 
the laborers would be many. In clos- 
ing, Dr. Carmichael made a very 
earnest appeal for more men to work 
with the harvest. 

Tn the evening Dr. Carmichael de- 
liyered another earnest sermon, ex- 
plaining further the great work in the 
West.

‘The epecial preacher for the ocas- 
alon was Professor J. W. A, Stewart 
of the Baptist Theological Seminary, 
Rochester, N. Y. He preached two 


strong, practical, earnest sermons 
that were very helpful and highly 
appreciated, In his morning  dis- 


couree he took for his text the 15th 
verse of the 14th chapt. of Hebrews, 
“Wor we have not a high priest that 
cannot be touched with the feeling of 
pur infirmities; but one that hath 


been in all points tempted like as we 
are, yet without sin.’’ The preacher 
developed the thought of the common 
lot of man and Christ's fellowship 
with man in the common lot of hu- 
manity. It was a very helpful and 
comforting discourse. 

In tho evening Dr. Stewart gave an 
unique, forceful and convincing ser- 
mon on ‘The Necessity of Religion’ 
His toxt was John 12536, ‘While ye 
haye the light, believe on the light, 
that ye may become sons of the 
light.” He directed his remarks par- 
ticularly to the young men and wom- 
an who might be slipping away from 
the old anchorage of their faith. 
‘There are those who for various reas: 
ons and from various causes may be 
cutting away from the religious be- 
liefs and forms and manners of life. 
This may come from the feeling of 
independence that inevitably asserts 
itself at a certain stage of the de- 
veloping intelligence which rebels at 
length against the restraints of au- 
thority; or from the unwise forcing 
of the claims of religion on the part 
of parents upon their children; or 
even by the bungling presentation of 
the truth on the part of the church 
through its theologians, ministers, 
Sunday school teachers, etc. But oth- 
ers cut loose from religion because 
they refuse to comply with the de- 
mands of the moral law. They prefer 
to abandon themselves to the life of 
animal appetite and the seductive 
pleasures of the senses. But whatey- 
er may be the impelling reason and 
motive, it is impossible for anyone 
to completely cut away from religion. 
For man is incurably religious; if 
you drive it out of the door it comes 
in at the window. Life is inexplicable 
apart from religion, and most unsat- 
isfyig. One cannot realize his best 
apart from a dynamic faith and a 
living hope. Doubt and denial have 
their place, but one cannot rest in 
them; they are but the means unto 
the end, which is rational belief and 
strong conviction. Every man must 
have his own working creed. It is 
not neceasary to accept the creeds of 
churches, though these are not to be 
despised; nor to hold religion just

Benefit by the New Arrangement 


Fifty public school inspectors of 
Ontario will receive increases in sal- 
ary when the new schedule adopted 
by the Minister of Education goes 
into effect on the first uf January 
next. 

While the average of all the salar- 
ies goes up from $1,463 to $1,700, an | 
increase of $237, the actual average 
increase to those whose salaries are 
raised will be more than this. For 
some salaries are now as high as 
$2,300. Leaving out those above 
$1,700 that will be reduced under the 
new rules, the ayerage of the salar- 
jes under $1,700 is not more than 
$1,400 a year. So that $15,000 will be 
divided among the 50 inspectors. 

The new schedule affects Victoria 
county as follows: 

East Victoria—J. H. Knight, 69; 
salary, $1,220; increase $480. 

West Victoria—W. H. Stevens, 77; 
salary, $1,268; increase, $432. 

Haliburton—S. Phillips, 60; salary 
$1,160. Inspector in addition received 
$970 in salary for District school. 
Rearrangement now necessary.

Will Prevent the 
Sale of Cocaine 


a 


New Act Will Come in Force on Thurs- 
day, April ist 


On April 1st the act respecting pro- 
prietary or patent medicines” will 
come into effect, and deals with in- 
ternal remedies. This act prevents 
the sale or manufacture of any ar- 
ticle containing cocaine, under a pen- 
alty of $50 for the first offence, and 
to $500 with costs for the second of 
fence. 

This penalty also applies in the 
case of the forging of labels of oth- 
er forms or infringing upon patented 
preparations. 

After April all goods with danger- 
ous properties are to be registered 
and contain a serial number. Goods 
now in the hands of the retail drug- 
gists throughout the Dominion must 
be reported to the Department of In- 
land Revenue and stamps secured for 
the purpose of selling them. These 
stamps cost 20 cents a thousand, and 
are larger and better than the regu- 
lar two-cent’ postage stamp. Whole- 
sale firms here have been prohibited 
from purchasing these stamps for 
their customers. 

After April 1 all goods containing 
ingredients in the following scheduie 
must be stamped or beara printed 
serial number or the formula on the 
package and label: 

‘Acetanilide and other coal tar pro- 
ducts, aconite and its preparations, 
arsenical preparations, tropine, bel- 
ladonna and its preparations, can- 
tharides, carbolic acid, chloral, hy- 
drate, chloroform, conia and com- 
pounds thereof, corrosive sublimate, 
cotton root, croton oil, digitalis, and 
derivatives, ergot, essential oil of 
mustard, eeher, hellebore, berion, by- 
oscyamin and its preparations, Tn- 
dian hemp, nux vomica and derivat- 
ives, pennyroyal, phenacetine, prussic 
acid, savin, and preparations vhere- 
of, strycinine and its preoarations 
sulphonal, tansy, tartate of antim- 
ony, veratria.

Continents 
Still Unexplore

Southern Arabia, Thibet and South 
America Still Await the 
White Man 


It is odd that 80 much fuss {s 
made about the North and South 
Poles, as if they were the only plac- 
es on this globe that man cannot 
reach. There is still enough unex- 
Plored land in the world to make a 
new continent if lumped together. 

For instance, within ten days’ 
journey from London, by modern ex- 
Press routes, there is a tract of coun- 
try the size of Germany, France 
and Holland combined, and as un- 
known as the mountains of the moon. 
Tt occupies nearly the whole of cent- 
Tal Southern Arabia. 4 

This pleasing district is known as 
the Dahkna, or the “Dwelling of the 
Void,” and consists of what Lord 
Salisbury once politely referred to as 
“chiefly light so:1,” when he was 
Speaking of the French possessions 
in Africa. It is a mighty waste of 
sand, with not a single rider—as far 
as can be judged—in over 400,000 
Square miles. 

Compared with this country, the 
Sahara is a pleasant and fruitfal 
tract.

Mr. John Campbell Writes Upon an 
Important Topic to Farmers 


Following is a continuation of Mr. 
John Campbell's (Woodville) paper 
on how to obtain double production 
and income on the farm: 

To get the best results from soil, 
we must study its needs and supply 
them, in order to win the possible 
success in our handling of the same, 
Tn order to secure continuously good 
returns from the farm, we mast 
maintain a full standard of plant 
food, and so manage as to have It 
available when needed py the crops 
we grow. Thorough cultivation is a 
means to that end. Be our land ever 
so fertile, yet, if the growing crops 
cannot get the plant food they re- 
quire readily, and at the right time, 
we cannot hope to be fully remuner- 
ated for our labors. To secure tho 
earliest seed time, we must so_ till 
the land in the preceding season as 
to haye as little labor as possible 
in making the fine tilth so desirable 
in the seed-bedp Of all the crops 
grown, the corn and root crops are 
the most expensive, and that for 
several reasons, They require more 
manure, more labor and greater care 
throughout the growing season. They 
are the cleaning crops; yet, how of- 
ten weeds galore are seen in harvest 
and fall months, growing luxurlant- 
ly, maturing seeds by the million. In 
the early part of the season the 
weeds are usually kept in check, and 
the soil so stirred that seeds in the 
surface three inches are made to ger- 
minate, But later, the rush of the 
haryest, and other calls, cause the 
overlooking of the pests, which wait- 
ed their chance to grow and develop 
and later the seeds ripen and stat- 
ter over the ground, Thereby, the 
main object—that of cleaning the 
land—is defeated by the after-neglect 


following an excellent start. With 
the surface soil filled with weed 
seeds, ready to spring up as soon 
as conditions are favorable, what 
hope should we have for the tiny 


clover and grass plants the follow- 
ing season? The grain is then sown; 
and so are the grass seeds, They 
start out to, fulfil their end by grow- 
ing. The grain plants grow strong, 
and that quickly. The weed seeds al- 
so make good use of their oppor- 
tunities, and get their full share of 
plant food and moisture, And what 
of tne grasses? They also grow, but 
should drouth set in, which are the 
Sirst go sufler? The grain has a 
strong lead, but the weeds are not 
far behind, and the tender grasses 
and clovers, if they outlive the strug- 
gle, are lacking in vigor, because of 
their want of food and moisture. Do 
we hear some say, “But I plow my 
root land ?’’ Well, what of that? Is 
it any better to plow? Think a mo 
ment. Down below the top three 
inches the soil is usually found with 
weed seeds in abundance. Turn it 
up, and does it mend matters any ? 
Tt is only ‘‘out of the frying pan 
into the fire.’ Better, far better, to 
clean the surface soil thoroughly and 
leave it on top, keeping the weed 
seeds bured, to have them out of 
mischief for a time, ,where some may 
perish for want of air and light. 


ROTATION OF CROPS 


Systematic cropping or rotation of 
crops is demanding our attention 
more and more as weeds are becom- 
ing numerous, and threaten to drive 
some out of business. Does it not 
seem certain that, whether willing to 
do it or not, we must, to our ad- 
yantage, and in the very near fu- 
ture, follow somewhat in the steps 
of the British farmer? They, as a 
Tule, never grow two grain crops in 
Succession. Two years in clover and 
grass, one in grain, next the root 
crop, followed by grain, and seeded 
to clover and rye grass, complete 
their circle. Should we adopt simi- 
Jar methods, weeds would soon lose 
their hold upon our lands; and, with 
more land { under grass, and less 
acreage of grain, we could grow as 
much or more grain, and at the 
same time have more grass to better 
feed our live stock in sunwmer. Too 
many acres in grain, and too few in 
grass is a very noticeable fault on 
many, many farms. Regular rota- 
tion, with the free use of clover secd, 
Will help to make farm Ife more 
profitable and enjoyable in many in- 
stances,

single good, woll-filled head from the 
tiny, stunted plants, about an inch 
long. The opinion was freely express- 
ed that the hope of five bushels por 
acre more from the first selection 
than from the second, was fully jus- 
tified from the difference so clearly 
secon, That, conceded, should we not 
aim at getting the large, plump 
seed for our fields ? There is no loss 
in screening and fanning, so as to 
save but 40 ta 50 per cent, of our 
grains as they come from the separ- 
ators, That much good can be got 
from such selection was satisfac- 
torily proved last season on our 
farm. Barley was so prepared to sow 
our root land of the previous year, 
in which practically not a weed was 
allowed to grow or seed. The field 
was entered for competition in agri- 
cultural society contests, winning by 
9} points in the county, and by two 
points over the province—a pleasing 
result of the care taken in cultivat- 
ing tho land, and also in selecting 
the seed. 

When we consider that it requires 
30 bushels of oats to pay for grow- 
ing a crop, it follows that 40 bush- 
cls gives a profit of 10 bushels per 
acre; 50 will give 20 of a profit, and 


» 60 bushel crop would give 30 
bushels, or give three times the in- 
come, while the production was in- 


creased but fifty per cent. from 40 
to 60. It docs not, however. always 
work so, A man grows ten bullocks, 
at a cost of $40 each, and sells at 
$50, making $100 on the transaction. 
Again, he grows twenty, or double 
his former production, at a cost of 
$36, and sells at $40, yet his income 
is stationary. In order to double the 
production and income at the same 
time, we must have good quality in 
our productions, as well as quan- 
tity. 

Summing all up, draining will add 
a third to the average farm; good 
high-grade stock will add $300 on- 
nually to the income; and feeding 
our products, with the benelits got 
from better cultivation, rotation of 
crops, with the selection of seed 
grains and seeds, will, if continued, 
for ten to fifteen years, double the 
production of the average farm. 
And if that is done, we may rest as- 
sured that the income is much more 
than doubled if the quality of the 
products is kept up to a high stan- 
dard, While there is profit in so do- 
ing, it may be pressed home to the 
young man with great satisfaction 
that is obtained from: doing one’s 
very best, and making his business 
on the farm a splendid success, being 
thus encouraged to strive more keen- 
ly to attain to the top rung in his 
life’s work. A writer has well 
said, ‘'The happiest people I know 
are they who get their chief pleasure 
out of the exercise of their own 
skill.”” When such exercise is practi- 
ced generally in this province, and 
our young men can point out, with 
pardonable pride, the excellent pro- 
ductions resulting therefrom, then we 
Shall have progress by leaps and 
bounds, and all Ontario shall be- 
come even more noted than now as 
the place, above all others, where 
prosperity reigns, and we all agreo 
that its agriculture is second to none 
on earth.

Prof. Hicks’ 
Weather Talk 


Predictions as to Weather During the 
Month of April 


(By Roy. Irl R. Hicks.) 

A regular storm period is central 
con the 2nd, reaching from March 31 
to April 5th, The Venus period is 
centra} on the Ist. Harth’s period is 
still in force and the Mars perlod is 
nearing its centre on the 12th. Full 
moon on the equator falls on the 
5th, and Saturn is in conjunction 
with earth and sun on the 3rd. This 
is an array of astronomic causes 
which forcibly suggests phenomena 
out of the ordinary. Storm and wea- 
ther conditions will reach a serious 
crisis from tho Ist to the 6th, cul- 
minating in and touching on the 
4th and 5th. It a tendency to tropi- 
cal-and tornadic storms exists the 
last half of March, there will be dan- 
ger of a climax of such storms at 
this period. If boreal storms of snow 
and sleet ‘have preceded, a crisis of 
such storms and weather will fall at 
this time. We think the Jatter will 
prevail. ‘Centering on the sth and 
extending three days before and aft- 
er that date is one of the most seis- 
mie periods of the year. Barometric 
indications and warnings should be 
noted everywhere at this time, espe- 
cially in extreme southern sections. 
Excessive rains, with floods and tor- 
nadoes aré indicated. Marked high 
barometer, and storms af rain and 
sharp cold frost will follow storms. 

‘A. seactionary storm period is cen- 
tral on the 7th and 8th. This period 
is covered by the mercury disturb- 
ance, und will bring renewal of low 
barometer and storms a. rain and 
possibly sleet or snow. With so many 
other causes bearing on this mercury 
period, late in the season as it is, 
people in the northern sections should 
not be surprised by destructive sleet 
storms and even blizzards, at either 
of the first three storm periods :n 
April. 

‘A regular storm period embracing 
the central days of both the Mars 
and the Mercury periods, covers the 
~iith to the 16th, being central with 

the moon's last quarter on the 18th. 

This is another period when the char- 

actecistics of the Mars influence will 

be present to a marked degree.

eyitabie. Our 
need not confuse or perplex any in- 
telligent reader, or observer; what- 
ever happens will be of extreme ord- 
er, and the generaf character of what 
is coming will be indicated long be- 
forehand. 

A reactionary storm period is cen- 
tral on the 18th, 19th, and 20th, em- 
bracing moon in perigee and on the 
celestial equator on the 18th and new 
moon on the 19th. This period orom- 
ises to be practically a prolongation 
of the preceding period, caused by 
the continued influences of Mercury, 
Earth, Venus and Mars. The distur- 
bances of this period will be char- 
acterized mainly by the same kind of 
phenomena. @n and touching the 
18th and 19th sudden high tempera- 
ture, with very threatening barome- 
ter, and thunder, rain and ‘hail are 
most probable. Tornadoes are not 
improbable in many sections central 
and southward. A period of fiye days 
taking noon on the 19th as the cen- 
tre, is a time for great seismic prob- 
ability. A casual watch of the world 
telegraphic reports will confirm the 
truth of this, and otber similar fore- 
casts. Frosts and sauch cooler will 
follow this period. 

A regular storm period is central 
«in the 25th, covering toe 28rd to 28th 
@mving moon at greatest declination 
marth on the 24th, and at nrst puart- 
er on the 27th, Another marked fall 
of the barometer will set in to the 
west at the entrance of this period 
followed closely by cloudiness, higher 
temperature and rain. Storm areas 
will grew wider and gain intensity as 
they reuch central parts on thelr 


eastward march, From about the 25th 
to 28th

winds, and possible snow squalls to 
the northward need not be a surprise 
on the rear tangents of these storm 
areas. Much’ ecoler weather with 
frost will be quite natural duriag 
the last four or five nights of the 
month, Whatever yeculiar intensity 
thn Mars period may fasten upon the 
general phenomena in March and Ap- 
sil, it will subside, in « great meas- 
ure, by the end of April, Jeaving, it 
§s hoped, a more placid possibility 
for the month of May.

May it please your Honour: 

The grand jurors of our sovereign 
lord the king, assembled at the High 
Court of Justice and General Ses- 
sions of the Peace for the Jouaty of 
Victoria, beg to make their present- 
ment as follows: 

Tt is worthy of remark that al- 
though no criminal court with a 
jury has been held since the month of 
September, 1908, only one case has 
required our consideration. 

‘The House of Refuge has been yisit- 
ed, and the working of the institu- 
tion was enquired into with the re- 
that the House and premises 
were found to be in excellent condi- 
tion, and the inmates generally were 
found to be in a state of content- 
ment. There are at present sixty-six 
inmates, made up of thirty-nine men, 


twenty-four women and three chil- 
dren. 
The Ross Memorial Hospital was 


visited with the pleasure and satis- 
faction that have been experienced by 
all of the predecessors of this grand 
jury who have examined the institu- 
tion since it was established. There 
are today twenty-two patients. 


In the county gaol there were

|order, but the impression was gained

Qiling the Waters When ‘the Seas Are. 
Running High. 

“When the captain of a wave beaten 
ship pours ofl upon the waters hhe-does 
not empty a barrel of Kerosene over 
the side. He has somebody stitch up 
three or four cotton bags, which he 
fills first with cakum-and then with 
of, usually equal parts of fish ofl and 
kerosene. The bags are then tied 
fightly at the tops and pricked sll over 
with a sail needle to permit the ofl to 
exude and are hung from the boat 
davits and weather chains to drip their 
contents on the raging billows. The 
bags must not be allowed to get emp- 
ty, but mst be refilled every two 
hours. For six bags ten gallons of 
oil are used in thirty hours. Some 
times {f it is very cold the ofl congeals 
and will not run out through the holes 
fast enongh, and the mouth of the 
bag is then loosened to let it escape 
in that way. Its effect is magical om 
a rough sea. A huge comber will 
arise, threatening to bury the laboring 
vessel under tons of water, but will 
strike a patch of oil no larger than a 
common dining table and subside im 
an instant into a smooth, round swell, 
which the ship rides like a cork. 

‘The use of oil Is also a yaluable ald 
jn yearing ship in a gale and high 
seas. A few gallons of paint oll oyer 
the lee quarter enable the yessel to 
perform the maneuver in perfect safe- 
ty withont taking a drop of water om 
board. When a boat ships so much 
water that it is impossible to get the 
oil bags slung in position without run- 
ning the risk of being swept over- 
board an ordinary bed’ sheet saturated 
with paint oll tiled to a rope and al- 
lowed to float will soon calm the seas 
sufficiently te permit men to move 
about the decks safely. Paint oll is 
agreed to be the best to use, rape seed 
ofl and porpoise ofl rank next, but 
kerosene is not satisfactory unless 
mixed with some other oil.

The amount to be distributed as 
founders’ shares was not $430,000, 
but $43,000, as the evidence shows. 
The commissioners in this instance 
are 1,000 per cent. away from the 
‘truth, yet the context shows clearly 
that the statement is not accidental, 
but deliberate. This carefully con- 
structed and gratuitous insult to the 
responsible and respectable men who 
were directors of the company, is a 
misstatement of fact to the extent 
of $387,000. 

The commission, or its parent, the 
Hazen government, should forthwith 
print the evidence taken by the com- 
mission. The printed evidence should 
‘have accompanied the ‘‘conclusion’’ 
of the commission in order that the 
public may see how the writers of 
the repdrt make up their figures and 
etrive at such “‘conclusions’’ as the 
one we have quoted.

In addition to the 
$43,000 yehich the commissioners have 
multiplied by ten, Dr. Pugsley points 
out that whereas tho commissionors 
fix the interest charges at $92,000, 
they fail to say how this lump sum 
was arrived at, and obviously it is 
much smaller than the real amount. 
Interest at varying rates was pail 
for seven years on between $700,000 
and $800,000. No doubt the total 
for interest was nearer $160,000 than 
$92,000, The commissioners, in seek- 
ing to bolster up the statement that 
$134,000 is unaccounted for ignore an 
amount between $60,000 and $70,000 
expended by the company on the 
road after the N. B. Goal & Railway 
Gompany began to operate it, al- 
though a statement of this amount 
was submitted to the commission 
by Mr. Evans, who was,manager dur- 
ing the period of expenditure. Am- 
ounts paid to James Barnes and 
George G. Scovil, amounting togeth- 
er to $20,500 are similarly omitted. 
Dr. Pugsley points out, too, that 
while the commissioners, in arriving 
at the $134,000, assume that no part 
of the $180,000 paid for the Central 
Railway outside of what was paid 
to Evans and Blin for the bonds 
and stock held by them was used for 
the purpose of securing the complete 
title, that assumption is entirely un- 
supported by evidence.

THE NEED FOR PROVINCIAL POLICE 


whom 


The delay manifested by the On- 
tario government in inaugurating a 
system of provincial police provides 
@ source of very general regret, and 
again illustrates the incapacity of 
the Attorney-General’s department. 

The police system which at  pre- 
sent obtains has become so utterly 
inadequate as’ to be entirely useless 
for the apprehension of criminals es- 
caping from one county to another, 
and it is time some other method of 
Teaching fugitive law breakers were 
adopted. Take, for instance, the case 
of Mick Oarlin, who escaped from 
Lindsay a couple of months ago, af- 
ter murderously assaulting an  of- 
ficer of the law. It is known that 
for a considerable period he remain- 
ed in hiding in Peterboro county, 
and that then he made his escape 
in a freight car to Sudbury, whence 
he worked his way to Elk Lake, 
and probably to the Gowganda dis- 
trict. While he was in Peterboro 
there was no official whose impera- 
tive duty it was to go in search of 
the man, and bring him to the bar 
of justice, and he got away to an- 
other partiof the proyince where a 
like condition obtains. And the con- 
ditions which operated to defeat the 
ends of justice,in this case are equal- 
ly applicable to any other criminal 
who may see fit to act as the evil 
spirit moves him. 

Under the circumstances now exis- 
tent, there are no funds with which 
to defray the expenses of officers in 
search of fleeing criminals, and any 
money ‘they may expend is entirely 
lost to them in the eyent of failure 
to apprehend the law-breakers, Neith- 
er are there funds to recompense 
them for their time. Is it to be won- 
dered at, then, that county consta- 
bles hesitate to risk their time and 
money when there is even a proba- 
bility of success ? 

What is needed is an awakening at 
the Attorney-General’s office in To- 
Tonto and the establishment of a 
force whose duty it would be to go af- 
ter escaping ecriminals—men in each 
county whose duty it will .be to 
search for such and who must either 
make a diligent search, or make 
way for others who will and whose 
time and expenses shall be paid for 
out of the general funds of the pro- 
vince. Under such a system the cap- 
ture of such men as Carlin would 
become a certainty and men of his 
ilk would become imbued with such 
a terror of the strong arm of the 
law as would prove a strong de- 
terrent when they felt themselves in- 
clined to commit any overt act, / 

At present the enforcement of the 
law is little more than a’ laughing 
stock, for a law-breaker has only to 
move a few townships away, and he 
is quite safe from any resultant con- 
sequences for his evil conduct. Sure- 
ly this is not a condition which 


should be permitted to continue,

The Toronto organ of the Tory 
party is quite within the facts when 
it asserts the right of Parliament to 
{investigate any public matter which 
it may deem worthy of an enquiry, 
but our contemporary borders upon 
the ludicrous when it calls for a 
commission to look into statements 
which are but insinuations, and 
which no member of the House will 
assert to be facts, The assertions 
anent Dr. Pugsley haye never assum- 
ed in the House anything like unto 
definite charges; even tho insinuations 
which have been launched have been 
shown to be utterly unreliable. They 
have been shown to have been based 
upon forgery, distortion and afbsolute 
falschood, and until they assume a 
different form and are made definitely 
‘and clearly upon the floor of the 
House by some member over his own 
name and on his responsibility as a 
member, it would seem to be absurd 
to pay further attention to them. 

Parliament has other work to do 
than to waste weeks and months in- 
vestigating every will-o’-the-wisp in- 
sinuation that may be thrown across 
the floor of the House. They have 
public business to transact which 
should engage their sober and earn- 
est attention until some member has 
‘a definite charge to make against an- 
other, and then they might well pause 
and inquire into its bona fides. But to 
spend valuable time and thousands 
of dollars in fishing expeditions for 
evidence of a doubtful character and 
of the existence of which there is no 
probability, would seem to be alto- 
gether out of the question, There is 
plenty to do without wasting their 
time in any such manner. 


SRT EES 
A POOR POLICY 


One of the regrettable developments 
of our political system is the means 
so eagerly adopted by tlie Conserva- 
tiye leaders and their supporters to 
gain the end they aim at—political 
prestige, power, and pelf, 

When a party can find no adequate 
reason for displacing their oppon- 
ents in the administration of affairs: 
when, turn where they may, they see 
in every act of the government of the 
day a careful conservation of the 
public interest, a statesmanlike out- 
look for the future well-being of the 
country, and a wise oversight of af- 
fairs generally, it is sad to see them 
descend to the pools of filthy slander 
that may weaken that government 
in the estimation of the people, 

An instance of this policy of the 
Conservative party is seen in the in- 
sane pursuit of Hon. Dr. Pugsley, 
Minister of Public Works. Dates 
have been altered in telegrams to 
glye color to a charge of malfeasance 
in office; bitter partizans are appoint- 
ed as a commission to hold an alleg- 
ed investigation, and in their report 
they magnify circumstances, distort 
facts, and deliberately violate their 
oath of office in the effort to blacken 
the character of a man whom they 
Wish to see defeated. 

It is to be regretted that the Con- 
servative leaders and their cohorts 
are unable to see themselves as the 
dispassionate thinking man views 
them, else they would the more read- 
ily be able to account for their -suc- 
cessive defeats. Intelligent people 
cannot be swayed by slander and vil- 
lfcation and thé sooner this fact is 
realized by Mr. Borden and his 
henchmen, the sooner we will they see 
the necessity for turning their atten- 
tion to those things which make for 
the advancement and welfare of the 
country.

A MODEL INSTITUTION.

GUELPH SCHOOLS. 

The public school in Guelph is an 
old structure, about 35 years of age, 
and stands on a hill. It oas narrcw 
balls and is dingy, with low base- 
ments, At the collegiate institute 
they realized the possibility of add- 
ing a wing to the local institute. In 
the Royal Olty they had’ added ao 
science building to the south of the 
collegiate institute. 


NOT A FAC SMILE 


The collegiate institute at St. 
Thomas was not a fac smile of the 


, Lindsay building, In Guelph they had 


built an addition to the old strhe- 
the front, The committee 
waited on the architect of the St. 
Thomas schools, Mr. N. K. Dar- 
rach, and he was especially kind in 
his attention. He considered the 
Lindsay collegiate institute a firat- 
class building, and very kindly 
loaned the committee the floor plans 
of the collegiate institute, and 
Myrtle-st. schools.

At that time there were more than 
000 distilleries in Sweden, and it 
was said that Uquor could be pur- 
chased at almost every hut in tho 
kingdom. When the new law had 
been in force six years the number 
of distilleries had dropped to less 
than 600. In 1896 it was 182. 

Meanwhile the saloons shrank away 
so rapidly that in 1869 there was but 

© for 8,028 of the population, and 
2 a years later only one for 13,- 
430 inhabitants—figures that gain 
clear significance if we reflect by way 
of contrast that Jersey City, for ex- 
ample, has a saloon for every thir- 
five voters. 

The per capita consumption of cpir- 
ituous liquors decreased in Sweden 
from 22 liters in 1851 to 7.2 liters in 
1896, Instead of 8 quarts (the equi- 
valent of 7.2 liters) per capita the 
consumption in the States is over 
17 gallons for eyery man, woman 
and child. This is the average given 
by the census reports for the year 
1900, when the total consumption of 
in that country was 1,322,-

‘The system which has accomplished 
so much in Sweden was first put in- 
to operation in its deyeloped form 
in the city of Gothenburg, and hence 
came to be generally known as the 
Gothenburg system, It was adopted 
in due course by all the chief cities 
in Sweden, and it met a similarly 
javorable reception in Norway and

For a long time it spread no fur- 
ther. Yet it furnished an object les- 
son that could not be indefinitely ig- 
nored. Thoughtful Germans came in 
time to ask themselves why it was 
that tne kingdom of Sweden with 5,- 
000,000 inhabitants, has fewer places

Mr. A. P. Devlin, county 
crown attorney, represented the 
crown, while Mr. R. J, McLaughlin, 
acted for the accused. 
THE FIRST WITNESS 

Mary Parliament sald she lived in 
Hldon township, lot 24, con. 2. She 
wasn sister of the accused. He 
lives in Washago, about 20 miles from 
her home, He was not married, but 
kept bachelor quarters. Thos, Par- 
lansent, her brother, owned the pro- 
perty in Wldon. Witness got her sup- 
port as long as she lived out of the 
farm. Her father willed the farm to 
her brother, The accused, she thought 
had no interest in the home., The 
accused once said he thought the 
youngest should have a claim. , When 
accused and witness were conversing 
it took place at the latter's | house 
over five years ago. Her father was 
present. He had not made his will 
at that time, but all knew that 
Thos. would get the property. The 
accused had not lived in’ Eldon isince 
five years ago. He has been earning 
his own living since he was able to 
do so. He was at the home of. the 
witness at Christmas time, coming 
on the afternoon of Christmas eve. 
Before that he visited in November, 
staying a few days. He had a room 
in the house then, and on going 
away left his clothes in the Yoom —a 
coat and a rain coat. Daniel Parlia- 
ment, a brother of witness, came 
home three weeks before Christmas, | 
staying about a week. While he was 
working about the place witness told 
him to get the old coat of accused | 
and wear it. He came down with the 
coat and putting his hands in the 
pocket took out a box-of rough on 
rats. Witness saw the box. It wasa 
little larger than sample produced in 
court. ‘‘Rough on rats'’ was printed 
on it, The box was opened and con- 
tents examined.

Old Pit Useless 


Committee Will See Railways About 
Rates for Drawing Material 
for Streets 


A meeting of the committees of the 
Town Council] was held Wednesday ey- 


ening when their were present His 
Worship Mayor Begg, Reeye G. A. 
Jordan, Deputy-Reeyes McLean and 


W. W. Jordan, and Ald. Howlins, 
Campbell, Babcock, Dobson, Kylie, 
Lewis and Calvert. 

Tt was decided to view the corner 
of Hamilton and Durbam streets and | 
see whether a light should be erected | 
there, 

Several other petitions for lights 
on corners were Tread but no action 
was taken. 

The application of Dr. McAlpine for 
a light was considered also, but it 
was deemed inadyisable to make any 
change, 

‘The Mayor and Reeve said that the 
light at the hospital was too far 
west and should be moyed. It was 
agreed that this should be done. 
Street Commissioner O'Neill _ pre- 
sented an amended report recom- 
mending a four-foot walk on Albert- 
st., istead of five feet, as previously 
retommended. The report was adopt- 
ed as amended. 

The practice of many persons in 
‘driving over walks and smashing the 
cement was discussed at length and 
it was decided that notices of prose- 
cution in such cases should be pub- 
lished in the newspapers. 

A petition was read from Jos. Iil- 
laby regarding an intercepted drain 
at his property and asking for re- 
lief. Referred to Board of Works with 
power to act. 


The application of the tobacconists 


for a reduction of the cigarette li- 
cense fee was considered at length, 
andit was decided to make no 
change. 


Phe application of the Children’s 
Aid Society for a grant was taken 
up and it was dbcided to give them 
$25. 

The Mayor said that he had told 
the officers of the Society that they 
should ask a grant from each muni- 
cipality in the county. Children were 
bronght in from all parts of the 
county and the other municipalities 
should contribute a share of the cost 
of their care. 

Mr. Jos. Parkin’s application for a 
reduction in the §200 fee for the rol- 
ler rink was taken up and it was de- 
cided to make no change. 

Mr. Robt. Douglas's application for 
‘an increase in salary as health in- 
spector was next considered and re- 
ferred to the Board of Health. 

Ald. Kylie said he had examined 
the gravel pit and was satisfied there 
was not a yard of gravel in it. He 
thought it was time that some sys- 
tem was adopted in the building of 
the streets—a little at a time if ne- 
cessary, but that it be done proper- 
ly and systematically. We have spent 
in the last 25 years over $100,000 on 
our streets, and we haven't a street 
now that is ft to drive a horse eight 
or nine miles an hour on, He strongly 
advocated a change in our method of 
repairing the streets. The Council 
should at once discontinue the taking 
of gravel from the pit. It is not fit 
for use. He suggested that the 
Mayor and Reeve take the matter up 
with the railways and seo what ean 
be done about getting gravel bere and 


then we could build one block ae a 
time, 
‘The Mayor said the trouble with 


the railways was that it would cost 
too much to get the gravel here, The 
gravel in the pit was first clnss for 
cement but it was not suitable for

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MANY WAYS 10 USE PINEAPPLES 


Pineapple Pancakes—Make a good 
batter, using a half pound sifted 
flour, three large eggs and a cup- 
ful of milk. Have ready a well-but- 
tered sheet-iron frying-pan, and pour 
in about three tablespoonfuls of the 
butter. As soon as brown on one | 
side reverse and brown. Take up 
carefully, put on a hot service plate 
and cover with pineapple preserves. | 
Over this put a second cake, then 
more pineapples, and so on until all 
the batter has heen used. When! 
ready to put on the table cut in| 
segments like a pie. 

Pineapple Sherbet—This is made 
from the grated canned pineapple. 
Add a pint of water to a pint 
the pineapple and cook fifteen min-| 
utes, Strain through cheese-cloth, 
add a teaspoonful of gelatin that has | 
been soaked in a quarter of a cup- 
ful of cold water, the juice of a large | 
lemon and a cupful of sugar. Strain | 
and freeze. Serve in glasses after the 
Toast or before the game course at | 
a heavy dinner as an aid to diges- 
tion. A bit of the sliced pine can be | 
put on top of each glass. 

Pineapple sauce to serve with ice- 
cream—put a cupful of fiineapple juice 
in a cupful of granulated sugar and 
cook ten minutes. Add two well-beat- 
en yolks of two eggs and whip over 
boiling water with an egg beater un- 
til foamy, Take frops the fire and 
whip again with the stiffly beaten 
whites of the eggs. 

Pineapple Pie—Line a pie plate 
with a good crust and fill witha 
can of crushed or grated pineapple 
mingled with one cupfull of sugar, 
a tablespoonful of softened butter, 
the well-beaten yolks of two eggs 
beaten stiff and folded in. 

If preferred, a teaspoonful of corn- 
starch dissolved in a little water 
may be added to the pineapple with 
the yolks of the eggs, and the whites 
of the eggs reserved for meringue. 
After the pie is baked, whip the 
whites of the eggs stiff, with with 
two tablespoonfuls of sugar, pile 
lightly on top the pie and set in a | 
coolish oven to pufl and color a 
golilen brown.

The Black Knot 


The black knot which is so preva- 
lent in the cherry and plum trees of 
Lindsay is a disease which, if left to 
run its course, will, in a compara- 
tively short space of time spread 
from an outer limb into the trunk 
and destroy the trée. To save trees 
from destruction the limb affected 
should be cnt off at least six inzhes 
below the spot. In a few weeks, 
when the weather becomes warm, the 
Imots will be alive again, and will 
be spread from one tree to another 
by the birds and the wind. It is 
important therefore, that the treés be 
pruned now and all the black knots 
removed, both to saye the affected 
trees and to preyent the promiacu- 
ous spread of the disease. Very bad- 
ly affected trees should be entirely 
destroyed, as they are without yalue 
to their owners and are a source of 
| danger to their neighbor's trees.

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The Coming of the 
Electric Locomotive 


One of the Potential Factors in Railway 
Locomotion 


Just as the steam locomotive of 
the early ‘30s rapidly passed out of 
the experimental stage and began to 
assume the position of chief factor 
in one of the greatest phases of the 
nation’s industrial development, so 
has the electric locomotive emerged 
from the preliminary stage of doubt- 
ful experimentation and become 
within the last few years one of the 
potentis! factors in the scheme of 
railway locomotion. There is now 
no longer any doubt of the efficiency 
of the electric locomotive in a field 
which is as yet necessarily somewhat 
limited; its chief exponents main- 
tain that the limitations on this 
field will soon be swept awsy and 
the electric locomotive must even- 
tually be considered more efficient 
that the steam engine now establisb- 
ed by custom. 

Two decades have passed since the 
use of electricity began to be a fac- 
tor in the lighter traffic field; it has 
been only a matter of half a dozen 
years since the electric engines on 
railroad lines began to attract the 
attention of railroad men. The first 
important of electric locomotives 
on a large scale was the utilization 
of them in the Baltimore tunnel on 
the Baltimore snd Ohio Railrosd. In 
this instance they were used as push- 
their province simply began to 
push solid trains with their inactive 
steam locomotives through the tun- 
nel.

J. Herbert Ingram, of Brandon, the 
inglorious finale of which is reported 
in our news columns today . Mr. In- 
gram was returning officer in Bran- 
don in the Dominion election, and 
his arrest on election day was a wan- 
ton, deliberate prostitution of the 
power vested to the Attorney-Gener- 
al’s Department to purposes of par- 
ty advantage and political revenge. 
The responsibility for this disgrace- 
ful incident rests primarily upon Hon 
G. R. Coldwell, who instituted the 
action; but the Attorney-General is 
responsible for the continuing of the 
prosecution after he learned its real 
character, and particularly for the 
cowardly manner in which it was 
brought to an end. Mr. Ingram was 
arrested and his arrest was trumpet- 
ed far and wide throughout the Do- 
minion for doing that which he had 
both the legal power and the moral 
right ‘to do. His ‘‘offence’’ was that 
he corrected an obvious error in the 
voters’ lists, thus restoring to an 
elector his franchise. It was known 
to Mr, Coldwell, who instituted the 
proceedings against Mr. Ingram, that 
the name which was written into the 
voters’ list by Mr, Ingram was on 
the original registration roll and on 
the provincial yoters’ list, and that 
its owner was as much entitled to 
his ballot as Mr, Coldwell was him- 
self. 

This charge was kept hanging over 
Mr. Ingram, who is a professional 
man of standing and character, for 
nearly five months, No man likes to 
have @ charge of criminal conduct 
Dending against him, even though he 
and his friends may know it to be 
foundationless. The Attorney-General 
however, kept the charge alive until 
the time came to go into court and 
establish bis case against Mr. In- 
gram—and then he issued o stay ° of 
Proceedings. The effect of this action 
is to debar Mr. Ingram from estab- 
lishing in open, court the cowardly 
conduct of Mr. Coldwell and his 
saltellites in Brandon city. He will 


not be permitted to show that the

90th Anniversary 
of Oddiellowship 


Eloquent Sermon Delivered by the Rev. 
J.P. Wilson B.A. 


Nearly a hundred and fifty members 
of the Independent Order of Oddfel- 
lows, including a number of visiting 
brethren from other lodges assembl- 
ed at the lodge room of Lindsay 
Lodge No, 100, Sunday morning to 
commemorate tho 90th anniversary of 
the establishment of Oddfellowship 
upon this continent. 

The meeting was called to order 
by the Noble Grand, Bro. H. Brim- 
mell, who appointed Bro. J. W. An- 
Gerson as Marshal, the duties of 
which ofiice he discharged in an, oml- 
nently satisfactory manner, When all 
the brethren’ had been supplied with 
puttonhole ‘Ddouguets of carnations 
and smilax—the only badge worn — 
the members of the order Aled out of 
the lodge room and proceeded to the 
Campridge-st, Methodist church, mak- 
ing quite an imposing appearance as 
the large body of men marched with 
measured steps to the house of God. 

‘Arriving at the chureh the mem- 
bers were scatad in the centre pew 
the ushers, pulpit and choir being 
also supplied with bouquets. 

Rey. J. P. Wilson, B.A., the pas- 
tor of the church, delivered a most 
eloquent discourse, in the course of 
which he commended most highly the 
york carried on by tho Independent 
Order of Oddfellows. He cordially 
welcomed the members of this Order 
to the church, and looked upon those 
who composed such societies as the 
pest type of citizens, for these org- 
anizations are building up in our 
midst great bodies of unselfish men 
who are doing a vast amount of 
work in the relief of the sick and the 
distressed. From Matt. xix, 19, the 
speaker selected as his text the 
words, ‘Thou shalt love thy neigh- 
por as thyself.’ When we looked out 
into the universe, whether in the 
firmament or in the world) around us, 
qe see nothing but harmony. There 
seems to be a nice balance every- 
where. In Nature there are two forc- 
es, the centripetal and the centrifugal 
each performing its task in keeping 
the various atoms of the universe in 
their respective places. So in regard 
to human nature, the centripetal force 
makes man loya bimself and the cen- 
trifugal causes him to love his neigh- 
por. The Lord does not say a man 
must not love himself but that we 
must not love ourselves with a low en- 
grossing selfishness. Sometimes we 
hear it said of a man that does not 
need to be told to look out for No. 1. 
We can do all that. But it is dit 
ferent if it comes to looking out for 
No. 2, 3, and 4. Love for another 
isja poor thing if men does not love 
himselt. We must love ourselves! and 
God requires that we sball, for he 
says ‘Thou shalt lbve thy neighbor 
as thyself.’ But it must be a high 
and noble love, so that when we are 
told to love our neighbor as our 
selves we are given a beautiful les- 
son, We are required to give to our 
neighbor all the love and all tha rights 
which we claim for ourselves. To 
Jove God is right, to love ourselves— 
that is right; but to love our neigh- 
por—that is too often another thing. 
‘A man is a Ohristian in so far as 
he carries out the principles of Christ. 
The speaker said he did not believe 
in the levelling down principles of so- 
cialism or of Tolstoi. Tolstot would 
say, ‘You are my brother, and TI 
will go down and live with you and 
be dirty.’ Christianity said, “You 
are my brother; come up with me 
and be clean.’’ There is going on to- 
day an uplifting influence in this 
world, due in a Jarge measure to the 
uplifting influences of fraternal org 
anizations, that is doing a vast am- 
ount of good in the world. Who 
would have believed twenty-five years 
ago that Jobn Burns, a working man 
would rise to a place ag Calfnet Min- 
ister in the government of Great 
Britain. If such a prediction had 
been made it would haye been scorn- 
ed, These brotherhoods are bringing 
about these things and they are do- 
ing a work that is a benefit to tie 
world at large, He belieyed that we 
were not always sufficiently ready to 


recognize the good points in our 
neighbor. Many aman who has gone 
down might be lifted up again and 


placed upon his fect were we'as ready 
to appreciate a man while he lived 
as when he was dead. Take the case 
of a person who has fallen and was 
lying dead. Perhaps some one will 
reeollect some good thing he has 
done, and speak of it, and say he 
wasn't such a bad [ellow after all. 
Another will remember another good 
act and say there was some good 
points about him, Had they said 
thesa things sooner the man might 
still be alive and be a good citizen, 
Let us loye our ‘neighbors as our 
selves, and let us find out the good 
in each other, and when we find them 
let us not withhold the praise that 
js due. Let us also hunt up the good 
things in our children. How many 
of us really know our children or 
take the trouble to make ourselves 
acquainted with them that we 
should? Or do we know or study 
the good that is in our wives or our 


neighbors. 
est in every man's work. We aro 
told that there are 12 hours for work 
and 12 hours for sleep. That is truo 
for some. Employees work so many 
hours per day, but what about the 
employer, who works sixteen or ¢igh- 
teen, ‘The employees’ work stops 
when the stipulated hours elapse, but 
the employer must plan for his new 
material, for his market and for ev- 
cry man in his employ. Men do not 
always consider the work that others 
do; but we should consider, not only 
our own, but the other fellow’s, and 
we should consider his interests, Tha 
man ‘who is grasping and who looks 
upon every stray dollar as his own 
is not the best typo of citizen and is 
not the man whose oxample we 
should follow. It was that our neigh- 
por’s interests, his disttesses and his 
diMiculties might be considered and 
relieved that such societies as the 
Oddfallows was formed, This organ- 
ization has two great principles, 
viz.; the brotherhood of man and the 
fatherhood of God. This is Oddfel- 
Jowship, Its lessons are drawn from 
the bible, and every line of its ritu- 
al is taken from the word of God. 
Tho principles taught are friendship, 
Jove and truth. Friendship, the first 
lesson, is illustrated in tho story of 


David and Jonathan; the second les- 
son, that of brotherly Jove, is told 
in tha parable of the good Samarl- 
tan, who came upon the man who! 
was wounded and robbed and left by 
tho wayside, and who not only bound 
up his wounds, but set him up on his 
own beast and took him to an inn) 
and made provision for his main- 
tenance until he should recover, The 
third lesson is truth, the highest and 
greatest lesson of all, without which 
the world cannot prevail. ‘The work 
which the members of the Order set 
themselves to do is to relieve the 
distressed, visit the sick, bury , the 
dead, and care for the widows and 
the orphans. This was practical 
Christianity which enobled the Order 
and its membership. The lodge room 
was a good school for the yoling 
man for it taught him how business 
should be conducted. He came in 
contact with men who knew how it 
should be done, and thus he learned 
of them. When he was sick his 
brothers cared for him, If he was dis- 
tressed they relieve him, When he dies 
they bury him, and more than that, 
they care for his widow and for his 
orphan. The speaker said it should 
be born in mind in connection with 
these benefits, that they were not a 
eharity, but they were his right, for 
he had paid for them, and they be- 
longed to him. It was sometimes 
said that the act of making a pro- 
yision for the future was a tempt- 
ing of Providence, He did not agree 
with that. He pelieyed that God 
put it into our minds to make these 
provisions, and honored the earnest 
men who formed these organizations 
that they might provide for them- 
selyes and their families in time of 
sickness or of death. They paid their 
money in while in health, and in 
this way made it possible to come 


to the aid of any of their number 
who might be in such condition as 
to call for that help to which he 


was entitled, He highly commended 
the work. of Oddfellowship, and 
pointed out that it paid out bene- 
fits to the extent of upwards of 95,- 
000 per day to its members or, their 
widows and orphans. 

The music rendered by the choir 
under the leadership of Mr. ©. OG. 
Forsythe was of an exceptionally 
high order, the anthem being very 
creditably rendered as was also a 
solo sweetly and exceedingly well 
sung by Mrs. Geo. Blackwell. , 

On returning to the lodge room 
thanks were passed to the, Rev. J. 
P, Wilson, for his splendid dis- 
course, to the choir, and to the 
trustees of the church, after ‘hich 
the visiting brethren were enter- 
tained by the committee at dinner at 
the Pym house,

Monday Night---Ask Two Acres 
and Ten Years’ Exemption 


Lindsay will have a graphite refin- 
tiny industry providing sufficient 
stock is subscribed for by local ci- 
tizens to encourage the promoters to 
organize a company. Two Toronto 
gentlemen aro ‘behind the scheme. 
one of whom is the inyentor of 
@ process which ho claims will refine 
about 80 per cent graphite, 

‘They are anxious to locate hero, as 
this town is contral to the  groat 
graphite district of Parry Sound, 
Haliburton and Peterboro, They ask 
from the town a freo site of two 
acres and exemption from taxes for 
fen years. 

A meoting of the Town Council and 
Boanl of Trade was held Monday eve- 
ing to consider the proposition. His 
Worship Mayor Begg occupied the 
chair, and announced that owing to 
one of the promotars having missed 
his train he would not arrive until 
Yate in the evening, However, tho 
other gentleman he said, would lay 
the proposition before the meeting, 


THE WARDEN SPEAKS, 


Warden G. A, Jordan stated that 
he was acquainted with Mr. Wiliiam- 
Son, who was connected with the in- 
ventor of the procgss for refining 
graphite, which could be secured in 
unlimited quantities in different parts 
of the province adjacant to Lindsay, 
‘This town, he contended, was an ex- 
cellent point for the refinery. There 
Was no other similar industry of the 
kind in Ontario, and the demand for 
the product was unlimited, 


MR. WILLIAMSON HEARD 


Mr. Williamson was then introduc- 
el by the chairman, He said the in- 
ventor of the process had spent a 
nomber of years in experimental work 
and had now an inyention that would 
refine 80 per cent graphite. The ap- 
paratus was simpla and the pcocess 
would cost about $15,000, which in- 
cludes buildings and machinery. The 
idea of the promoters was to locate 
ut a central point and bring the

THEIR PROPOSITION 


The proposition of the promoters 
was to be given a free site of about 
two acres, to manufacture at the be- 
ginning about five tons of graphite a 
day, and exemption from taxes for a 
period of ten years. About forty to 
fifty men would be employed in the 
work. The industry would run the 
year round and would require from 
30 to 100 horse power to operate the 
plant. The nature of the power was 
not yet decided upon, The company, 
the speaker said, had not yet been 
érganized. One Montreal firm would 
handle all they refined, There was no 
y similar to this in existence.

STOCK WILL BE SOLD.

SUCCEEDED BY HIS BROTHER a 


Salutes are Fired and City is Lighted U 


---Ab-dul is Officially Deposed and Will Go to Live at the Place 
Where He Was Born---New Sultan Seems Happy 


Constantinople, April 28.—The reign 
of Abdul Hamid 1, ended yesterday 
with his doposition and the accession 
of his brother, Mchommed Reschad 
Effendi, as Mehemmed V., a variation 
of “Mihomel,” It is considered in- 
appropriate to assume the precise 
name of the prophet. Mobemmed V. 
is the s6th sovereign of Turkey, in 
male descent, of tho House of Osman, 
the founder of empire, and tho 29th 
Sultan sinco the conquest of Con- 
stantinople, ; 

Martial law was relaxed last night 
and the peoplo gave themselves over 
to celebrating. Many buildings were 
ilumunated and thousands of rounds 
were fired by tho soldiers for joy. 

Tho sheik-ul-islam, supported by all 
the principal personages of the high- 
or church administration, issued tho 
Fetva, as the decree of doposition is 
called. It informed Mehemmed Re 
schad Effendi that he was chosen Sul- 
tan by tho will of the church, the

The Electric Pump 
Thoroughly Tested

sioners made a test of the new elec- 
tric pump recently installed in the 
pump house. A line of hose was at- 
tached to the hydrant near the pump 
house, and a magnificent stream was 
thrown, A one-inch inch nozzle was 
used and the pressure was so great 
that stones weighing fifty pounds 
were carried some distance by the 
force of the stream, 

‘A test was afterwards made of the 
hydrant at the corner of Lindsay and 
Kont-sts., and also the one in front 
of the Lyceum. A stand pipe test for 
domestic pressure was first made with 
three streams with an inch and a 
quarter and tio one inch nozzles. 
This test proved eminently satisfac- 
tory, but the capabilities of the 
pump were demonstrated! in the test 
made for fire purposes. Three fine 
streams of considerable force were 
thrown skywards, towering the high 
est ‘building on the street. This test 
was mado with the domestic service 
in full swing.

On The Menace | 
of Socialism | 


Prof. Kylie Will Lecture on this Sub- 
ject in Lindsay 


"It wo did our best socialism 
would be deprfved of its sting, It 
rests with us to solve the problem, 
We must arrive ut a compromise bo- 
tween State action and individual ef- 
fort.!’ In these words, Prof. ©, J, 
Kylie, son of Ald. RB. Kylic, of 
Lindsay, concluded a very interest- 


ing address on ‘‘The Menace of So- 
cialism,"’ before the Bmpire Olup 


in Toronto recently. His suggested | 
cure for present Socialistic condi- 
tions was that every one should 
make an attempt to rise to such a 
pitch of perfection that tyranny and 
oppression would be absent qualities, 
Ono remedy was to have every indi- 
vidual realize his responsibilities to 
the community; another lay in free 


education, which would provide 
equal opportunities to all. ‘ 
He did not think that Socialism 


was the great factor in Canadian 
life that it was in Europe. Perhaps 
Socialism was more dangerous when 
it is the least understood. As it ex- 
{sted today {t meant either robbery 
or religion, The street orator or 
popular Socialist talked always of 
robbery or confiscation, while the in- 
tellectual Socialist confined himself 
to the more serious problems. The 
economic basis of Socialism was not 
strong, but the moral side of Social- 
ists hoped that if they succeeded in 
upsetting society as constituted at 
present all roughness would be 
smoothed away, and everyone would 
start on a basis of équal opportuni- 
ties for all. 

Byen intellectual Socialism consti- 
tuted a menace, though it was still 
covered by a hi There were sever- 
al practical measures possible which 
would take the sting out of the creed, 
He would extend profit sharing in 
commercial life and institute a great 
system of free education. At present 
in the university they were face to 
face with a reaction against educa- 
tion. Fees were being raised, and the 
standard of knowledge was being 
measured by money. Would it not be 
better to have it the other way 
about, and keep the fees as low as 
possible ? 

Prof. Kylie will del ver. a lecture 
on the above subject at the Academy 
of Music on Tuesday evening, May 
4th.

‘There are only half a dozen States 
that have what is called Statewide 
prohibition. These are Maine, Geor- 
gia, Alabama, Mississippi, Kansas, 
Oklahoma, and Tennessee. The law 
in Tennessee, however, does not go 
into effect until July 1 next. In the 
States of Maine and Oklahonsa pro- 
hibition is constitutional; in the 
others it is statutory. 

The dry wave is not the result of 
the prohibition political movement. 
The cause bas been made effective in 
nearly all the States by what are 
called anti-saloon leagues. The move- 
ment is social and moral instead of 
political. The cause has been adyanc- 
ed chiefly through local option laws. 
While not political in origin, the 
movement in several States has be- 
come mixed with politics. In Tefias 
the Democrats have declared for 
Statewide prohibition. The Legisla- 
ture has refused to give it. The Re- 
publicans have declared against the 
aovement, The prohibitionists say 
they will go before the public politi- 
cally with the matter. 


South Carolina will 
weeks next August in 
tween the expiration of the dispen- 
sary law and a vote whether that 
system will be renewed. In Arkan- 
sas the Democrats are willing to 
submit Statewide prohibition to the 
people, but the prohibitionists have 
changed front and demand instant 
statutory inhibition.

‘A glance at an up-to-date map of 
Ontario shows you ‘‘Janetville’” in 
Durham county, right on the shore 
of Lake Scugog. 

But tie place thus indicated is 
‘Janetyille station on the new ©. P, 
R. line fron* Burketon to Lindsay, 
and is two and a half miles north- 
west of the village whose name it 
pears, ‘ 

From the crest of the gently-slop- 
ing hill which overlooks the village 
on the north, the tourist otltains the 
hest general view of Janetville. For, 
there’ the altitude is such that the 
whole place lies spread before ,bim 
apparently upon a level plain at the 
foot of the hill. In reality, this plain 
is intersected by several ravines, 
through \hich pretty streams Jap 
and sparkle on their way to the 
Jake, and the village winds along the 
sides, dives into and climbs out of 
these valleys in a careless fashion 
that appeals to the eye of the art- 
ist.
